tain, and other pests. Cultivation 
ts splendid for destroying weeds and 
conserving moisture, but this is im- 
possible in a lawn and not ‘sufficient 
incthe vegetable and flower garden. 
Along with weeding and hoeing 
should be given some extra food for 
the plants so that these may have 
an opportunity of outgrowing the 
weeds. Very often a liberal appli- 
cation of some good fertilizer, rich 
in nitrogen, will start grasses bound- 
ing ahead and in a few weeks the 
weeds have been smothered, While 
any fertilizer is a good thing in 
ordinary gardening and well rotted 
manure is one of the best, only com- 
mercial fertilizer or specially treat- 
ed pulverized sheep manure can be 
recommended for lawns. Ordinary 
manure is usually filled with weed 
seeds whereas the special sheep kind 
is thoroughly steamed before being 
put up for the garden trade, and 
this steaming kills any weed seeds. 
In the vegetable patch it is es- 
sential that all things and especial- 
ly salad and root crops be grown 
quickly. This assures tender, crisp 
radishes, lettuce, carrots, and other 
things, and here again good fertil- 
izer, cultivation, and if possible 
watering during dry weather, are 
essential.

A chronic inflammatory condition 
appears most commonly as a predis- 
posing cause. It ariseg out of the 
long-continued action of an irritant 
which may be a mechanical, a phys- 
ical or a chemical agent, or be pro- 
duced by some bacteria or germs. 
Cancers of the mouth and adjacent 


sult from mechanical irritation. 
frequently in men than in women. 
One form of irritation of the lips is 
caused by the hot clay pipe with a 
broken stem. Inside the mouth, a 
long-continued irritation may arise 
from broken teeth or poorly-fitted 
dentures, 

‘Chemical irritants affect the skin 
chiefly, and so there are skin cancers 
associated with certain occupations 
which favor exposure to such irri- 
tants. Physical irritants act in the 
same way. Before the X-rays were 
understood, a number of the early 
workers in ‘this fleld developed can- 
eer as a result of over-exposure. 
Now that the dangerg are known, 
the necessary precautions are taken 
and this danger no longer exists. 

The chronic inflammatory. state 
arising out of the presence of bac- 
teria is the most important of the 
predisposing factors. When the 
neck of the uterus is damaged in 
childbirth, the injury should be 
properly repaired. If this is not 
done bavteria may keep up a chron- 
le irritation, and it is such condi- 
tions that are found frequently to 
precede the development of cancer 
in thig part of the body. 

Wherever thére are chronic ulcers 
whether of the stomach or the skin, 
there is danger that the persistent 
favor he oceurrence 
of cancer. e germ of syphilis in 
cases that are not properly treated 


as such, cause cancer of the tongue 
and other parts. 

Cancer of the breast is frequently 
preceded by an irregular harnesss or 
knotty condition of the breast. Un- 
fortunately this is usually painless 
and is, therefore, commonly neglect- 
ed although demanding prompt at- 
tention. 

It is obvious that we have it in 
our own opwer to prevent 
chronic irritations and, by proper 
treatment, to have othe conditions 
corrected. Action along
